RECENT ACQUISITIONS AT GEORGE WASHINGTON 


WASHINGTON, D.C. --Paintings, prints, and sculpture acquired 
through donation or purchase by The George Washington University 
in the past year (1973-74) will be on exhibition in the Dimock 
Gallery, of the university October 14 through October 23, from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through Friday. Admission to the gallery 
is free . 

The works reflect a wide range of media and historical periods. 
Fifty-two 18th-century Hogarth engravings are the earliest works 
in the acquisitions. 

Two American works circa 1900 are a Minerva Chapman oil painting, 
''Dressing Table," and a marble bust of George Washington by Herbert 
Barbee . 

Modern paintings include "Cotton Candy Carnival" by Blair 
Apperson; "17-1973" by James Martindale; and "Maine Coast" by Janis 
Goodman. 

The graphic collection is augmented by a lithograph, "Venus 
of WiJlendorf" by Marcia Hopman, and three serigraphs: "Hoboken 

Ferry" by Gerd Winner; "Portal" by James Twitty; and "Homage to 
Wolftrap" by Douglas Teller. 
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Contemporary sculptures include **S t e 11 achrome IV** by Rudolph 
Ueinze; a fiber sculpture by Jack Dorner, and three ceramic sculptures 
by Turkcr Ozdogan. Many new works donated to the university*s 
collections by graduating master of fine arts candidates will be 
on display. 

Mr. Ozdogan will present his three ceramic sculptures to the 
university in a short ceremony at 5 p.m.'in the gallery on Monday 
October 14, the day of the opening of the exhibition.

Wren won first prize in magazine non-fiction for his article, 
"Letting Rizzo Do the Thinking," which appeared in the December,

DOCUMENTARY HISTORY OF THE FIRST FEDERAL CONGRESS, 1789-1791 
V0LUME~I1: SENATE EXECUTIVE JOURNAL AND RELATED DOCUMENtS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. --A historical volume of interest and usefulness 
to scholars has appeared in Volume II of the Documentary History of the 
First Federal Congress of the United States of America, 1789-1791 , 

Senate Executive Journal and Related Documents . 

Sponsored by the National Historical Publications Commission and 
the George Washington University, the Documentary History is being 
published by the Johns Hopkins University Press. The first volume of 
the series. Senate Legislative Journal , was published on July 4, 1972. 
Fifteen volumes are planned. 

The series is making available to the public for the first time 
the entire body of official documentation of actions of the First 
Congress. 

Chief Justice Warren Burger has described the Documentary History 
as ''the kind of record that helps all branches of government keep their 
constitutional bearings." 

Volume II documents the executive activities of the First Senate 
including the ratification of a consular convention with France and 
treaties with various Indian nations; unsuccessful attempts to free 
American prisoners in Algiers; and most significant, the approval by 
the Senate of appointments to the entire corps of Federal offices . 
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from justices of the Supreme Court to customs officials and militia 
officers. Many of the letters, draft treaties, and reports in Volume 
II have never been published before. 

The division of Volume II into two parts--the original Senate 
Executive Journal proper and the related documents--gives the 
publication a value that is further enhanced by a full index, running 
page headings, and extensive cross-referencing. 

Part I is based on the clean manuscript copy of the Senate 
Executive Journal as it was copied in Secretary Samuel A. Otis's 
office by clerks Benjamin Bankson and Samuel Otis, Jr. (It is reproduced 
exactly except that some raised letters have been lowered and 
superfluous punctuation marks have been removed.) As far as possible, 
the related documents reproduced in Part II are those actually seen 
by the senators. The Appendix shows the Senate work in filling 
executive offices and gives factual data on the men nominated. 

The information given on David Humphreys of Connecticut presents 
an interesting example of the type of man appointed to serve the 
United States in its early days. The data reads: 

HUMPHREYS, DAVID (July 10, 1752-Feb. 21, 1818) 

Appointed commissioner to Southern Indians (1789); 
minister to Portugal (1790-97); merchant and poet; 
born in Derby, Conn.; son of Daniel and Sarah Riggs 
Humphreys; B. A. Yale (1771); married Ann Frances 
Bulkley (c. 1795): captain in 2nd Conn. (1776), 
later lieutenant-colonel and aide-de-camp to George 
Washington, brigadier general in Conn, militia (1812); 
secretary to Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson 
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GWU, SENATE JOURNAL AND RELATED DOCUMENTS 
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in Paris (1784-86); member of Conn. General Assembly 
(1786); minister to Spain (1797-1802); a Federalist; 
close friend of Washington, and a member of his 
household for many years. He was known as one of 
the ’’Hartford Wits."

The series of which this volume is a part was first authorized by 
the National Historical Publications Commission in December, 1951. 
Preliminary work by the commission staff began the following year. Dr. 
Linda Grant De Pauw, was appointed editor in 1966 and the project 
moved to The George IVashington University. Dr. De Pauw is associate 
professor of American History at George Washington. Both of the 
associate editors, Charlene Bangs Bickford and LaVonne Siegel Hauptman, 
hold master's degrees in history from George Washington. 

The editorial staff is supported by an advisory board chaired by 
Dr. George S. Wills, public affairs counsel for Hill and Knowlton. 
Members of the board are House Speaker Carl Albert, Senator Charles 
McC. Mathias of Maryland, William M. E. Rachal, an editor of The Papers 
of James Madison , and Dr. Robert P. Sharkey, professor of economic 
history at George Washington.

DOCUMENTARY HISTORY OF THE FIRST FEDERAL CONGRESS, 1789-1791 
V0LUME“II: SENATE EXECUtiVE JOURNAL AND RELATED DOCUMENTS 


IVASHINGTON, D.C. --A historical volume of interest and usefulness 
to scholars has appeared in Volume II of the Documentary History of the 
First Federal Congress of the United States of America, 1789-1791 , 

Senate Executive Journal and Related Documents . 

Sponsored by the National Historical Publications Commission and 
the George Washington University, the Documentary History is being 
published by the Johns Hopkins University Press. The first volume of 
the series. Senate Legislative Journal , was published on July 4, 1972. 
Fifteen volumes are planned. 

The series is making available to the public for the first time 
the entire body of official documentation of actions of the First 
Congress. 

Chief Justice Warren Burger has described the Documentary History 
as '-the kind of record that helps all branches of government keep their 
constitutional bearings." 

Volume II documents the executive activities of the First Senate 
including the ratification of a consular convention with France and 
treaties with various Indian nations; unsuccessful attempts to free 
American prisoners in Algiers; and most significant, the approval by 
the Senate of appointments to the entire corps of Federal offices . 
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from justices of the Supreme Court to customs officials and militia 
officers. Many of the letters, draft treaties, and reports in Volume 
II have never been published before. 

The division of Volume II into two parts--the original Senate 
Executive Journal proper and the related documents--gives the 
publication a value that is further enhanced by a full index, running 
page headings, and extensive cross-referencing. 

Part I is based on the clean manuscript copy of the Senate 
Executive Journal as it was copied in Secretary Samuel A. Otis's 
office by clerks Benjamin Bankson and Samuel Otis, Jr. (It is reproduced 
exactly except that some raised letters have been lowered and 
superfluous punctuation marks have been removed.) As far as possible, 
the related documents reproduced in Part II are those actually seen 
by the senators. The Appendix shows the Senate work in filling 
executive offices and gives factual data on the men nominated. 

The information given on David Humphreys of Connecticut presents 
an interesting example of the type of man appointed to serve the 
United States in its early days. The data reads: 

HUMPHREYS, DAVID (July 10, 1752-Feb. 21, 1818) 

Appointed commissioner to Southern Indians (1789); 
minister to Portugal (1790-97); merchant and poet; 
born in Derby, Conn.; son of Daniel and Sarah Riggs 
Humphreys; B. A. Yale (1771); married Ann Frances 
Bulkley (c. 1795): captain in 2nd Conn. (1776), 
later lieutenant-colonel and aide-de-camp to George 
Washington, brigadier general in Conn, militia (1812); 
secretary to Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson 
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in Paris (1784-86); member of Conn. General Assembly ^ 

(1786); minister to Spain (1797-1802); a Federalist; 
close friend of Washington, and a member of his 
household for many years. He was known as one of 
the "Hartford Wits."

The series of which this volume is a part was first authorized by 
the National Historical Publications Commission in December, 1951. 
Preliminary work by the commission staff began the following year. Dr. 
Linda Grant De Pauw, was appointed editor in 1966 and the project 
moved to The George Washington University. Dr. De Pauw is associate 
professor of American History at George Washington. Both of the 
associate editors, Charlene Bangs Bickford and LaVonne Siegel Hauptman, 
hold master's degrees in history from George Washington. 

The editorial staff is supported by an advisory board chaired by 
Dr. George S. Wills, public affairs counsel for Hill and Knowlton. 
Members of the board are House Speaker Carl Albert, Senator Charles 
McC. Mathias of Maryland, William M. E. Rachal, an editor of The Papers 
of James Madison , and Dr. Robert P. Sharkey, professor of economic 
history at George Washington.

"SEX DISCRIIilNATION IN EDUCATION" AND "PAYING FOR COLLEGE" 
GWU-NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO PROGRAMS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- "Sex Discrimination in Education" and "Paying 
for College" will be the subjects examined in two GIVU-NPR programs to 
be broadcast in November over many National Public Radio stations in 
the United States. 

Dr. Bernice Sandler, director of the project on women of the 
Association of American Colleges, and Gwendolyn Gregory of the Office 
of Civil Rights in the Department of Health, Education and Welfare will 
discuss Title IX of the Educational Amendments of 1972 (Public Law 92- 
318). Title IX prohibits sex discrimination in education. HEW is now 
responding to suggestions which have been made about its Title IX 
guidelines. 

Program moderator John Merrow of the Institute for Educational 
Leadership of the George Washington University will also interview 
Paula Herzmark of the Task Force on Equal Rights for Women in Education 
(part of the Education Commission of the States in Denver, Colorado); 
Holly Knox of the Project on Equal Education Rights of the National 
Organization of Women (NOW): and Lavonne Fraser of the Women's Equity 
Action League (WEAL). Ms. Fraser will discuss sex discrimination in 
elementary schools and textbooks. 
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"Sex Discrimination in Education" can be heard in the Washington 
area on Monday, November 4, at 7 p.m. on radio station IVAMU-FH (88.5), 
on Wednesday, November 6, at 1 p.m. on station WGTS-FM (91.9), and 
over WETA-FM (90.9) at a time to be announced. 

On the program "Paying for College" Peter Voight of the office 
of Basic Opportunity Grants (BOG) in the U.S. Office of Education, and 
Peter Muirhead, former Deputy Commissioner for Higher Education in the 
Office of Education (HEW), now director of the Educational Resources 
Information Center (ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher Education at the 
George Washington University, will discuss various ways to meet the 
high costs of college such as the GI Bill, Basic Opportunity Grants 
and deferred tuition. They will also touch on the possibility of a 
return to the "academic merit" basis for awarding scholarships and the 
effects such a policy could have on low-income, minority, and middle- 
class students. 

"Paying for College" can be heard in the Washington area on 
Monday, November 18, at 7 p.m. on WAMU-FM (88.5) and on Wednesday, 
November 20, at 1 p.m. on WGTS-FM (91.9), and on WETA-FM (90.9) at a 
time to be announced.
